Los Angeles, Calif., Sept. 27.—The 
mystery of how Alfred F. Willebrandt 
succeeded in divorcing his wife, Assist- 
ant United States Attorney General 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, without even 
many of their closest friends knowing 
about it, was disclosed today when the 
Los Angeles County divorce records dis- 
closed the following: ‘“Willebrandt, 
Frank, against Elizabeth.” 

None of the local newspaper men 
tumbled to the fact that “Elizabeth 
Willebrandt” was Los Angeles’ only 
woman deputy city prosecutor anu des- 
tined to rise to national fame under 
the name of Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt. 

The complaint was filed on Septem- 
ber 16, 1924, by Elizabeth L. Kenney. 
local woman attorney and intimate 
friend of Mrs. Willebrandt in her po- 
litical activities. An interlocutory de- 
cree was granted on November 28, 1924, 
by Judge Harry A. Holizer by default. 

A final decree was signed on Decem- 
ber 4, 1925, by Judge Elliott Craig.

DISTRICT SCHOOL NEEDS. 

The Board of Education plans to druft a 
bill for presentation to Congress asking for 
an appropriation in behalf of the local school 
system. When the five-year building program 
was adopted it was believed that Washington 
would soon have all the school facilities it 
needed. Thus far, however, the five-year pro- 
gram has been largely a blueprint, the ap- 
propriations provided having been only about 
60 per cent of the requirement. 

The proposed bill will meet with general 
approval. Washington has taken to heart the 
deplorable local school situation. It resents 
the fact that many of its children must per- 
force attend part-time classes. It does not be- 
lieve that portable schools, of which many stil] 
are in use, are conducive to safety or health. 
It can not understand why the National Capital 
should fall far behind other American’ com- 
munities in the matter of school facilities. 

Opposition to the school board’s plan has 
developed from an unexpected quarter. When 
school estimates were forwarded the District 
Commissioners requested the Board of Educa- 


| tion to lop off $1,000,000, so that the District

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CITY FLOOD CONTROL. 

Paris is setting a commendable example 
to the great cities of the. world situated on 
rivers by planning to do away with floods, 
once and for all. The plans include pro- 
vision for increasing the port facilities. Paris is 
seeking to accommodate growing traffic, and 
while doing so it will control flood waters. The 
plans call for the deepening of the Seine, re- 
construction of dams, the creation of a series 
of basins, and the construction of reservoirs. 

Much else enters into this vast engineering 
project of Paris, and flood conditions are only 
an allied interest in the bigger undertaking. 
Such intelligent survey of the factors that 
make for flood control is highly to be recom- 
mended to other water front cities. 

The site of Paris has been subject to floods 
since long before there was a city there. Ref- 
erences to floods date back in chronicles to the 
period of the influx of Northmen. With the 
growth of the city the measures of compromise 
with floods have regularly gone on. Now Paris 
proposes to put an end to compromises and to 
cut off the evil itself. It would be most re- 
markable, indeed, if the same enlightened fore- 
sight should be lacking in Washington, where 
conditions threaten to turn water front parks 
into temporary swamps. A full engincering 
survey and a settled plan for the correction 
of the conditions might progressively be put 
into effect. Protection from overflow ought 
to be made not for annual freshets but for 
extraordinary and highly exceptional floods. 
Flood experts see here the geological evidence 
of vast overflows in the past which are sure 
to be repeated in the future. 

City building implies provision of all possible 
safeguards against flood and calamity, not for a 
generation, but for al] generations. 


ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL STADIUM. 


The Board of Trade is to be commended for 
the steps it has taken to secure for Washington 
the proposed Roosevelt Memorial. The Roose- 
velt Memorial Foundation is said to contem- 
plate spending $5,000,000, and the Board of 
Trade suggests that a stadium would be a 
most appropriate structure in memory of the 
great sportsman President. In it thousands 
of Americans could be gathered together to 
witness events of national importance, to wit-

The Bidding. 


South should bid tour Hearts. He 
has a hand which, without assistance, 
will make exactly four-odd at Hearts, 
barring some abnormal! distribution of 
the unseen cards. It is possible that 
West might lead a Spade or Diamond 
which East could trump; and either 
adversary might have four or five Hearts 
headed by Queen-Jack. Neither con- 
tingency is threatening enough to oe 
considered seriously. With ten tricks 
practically assured, South could not 
afford to bid less than four because, if 
he bid three, North might not have the 
least strength and in that. case ne 
would not jump. If South bid five, to 
show his slam possibilities, North might 
not furnish a trick, in which case the 
slamgoing effort would produce a set 
in place of a game. 

North, with great help for South's 
Hearts, notes the probability of a slam. 
An idea is more or less prevalent that 
an initial bid of exactiy game is a re- 
quest to the partner not to Jump; that 
idea is erroneous; an initial game-bid- 
der tells his partner, “With a norma] 
break 1 either have game in my own 
hand or I am so near it that I can 
make it with less help from you than 
would warrant a Jump.” 

North would not be justified in 
jumping to six Hearts. South might 
have two losers in either Spades or Dia- 
monds and the suit in which he was 
weak might be opened; but North can 
try for a slam safely by bidding five 
Clubs. This would show South the Are 
of Clubs (or no Clubs) and other as- 
sistance for a slam. With the Ace of 
Clubs and no other assistance, North 
should pass. 

After North’s five Clubs, South safely 
can bid six Hearts. The Club bid lim- 
its the loss in that suit to one trick 
and the other assistance guaranteed by 
the bid must be sufficient to produce 
a Small Slam. 

After South’s six Hearts, showing 
that the Ace of Clubs and other as- 
sistance will produce a Small Slam, 
North, having much more other assist- 
ance than South has the right to ex- 
pect, would have sound argument to 
support a bid for a Grand Slam. It 
is probable but not assured and a con- 
servative North would take the prac-

Also Favors Plans for New 
Building at St. Eliza- 
beths Hospital. 
WITHERSPOON’S STATUE 
' SOON TO BE RELOCATED 


Members Inspect Model of 
Pylons for the Lincoln 
Memorial Plaza. 


Plans for the stadium of the new 


McKinley Technical High School and 
the landscaping of its campus sub- 
mitted to the Fine Arts Commission 
yesterday by Municipa: Architect A. L. 
Harris, were approved by the commis- 
Sion after an inspection of the site, 
subject to a few changes in the plant- 
ing. 
These plans call for a concrete sta- 
cium with a seating- capacity of 7,000. 
The stadium is fringed by a quarter- 
mile track and a large plaza will be 
developed in front of the school build- 
George Burnap, landscape archi- 
tect, collaborated with Mr Harris in 
preparing the landscaping diagram.
